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K-State parking garage director says new charging stations underutilized

The new electric car charging 
stations in the K-State Union park- 
ing garage are off to a start, albeit a 
slow one. 

The garage has installed charging 
station areas reserved for exclusive 
use by electric vehicle owners. Lo- 
cated on the first floor, these sta- 
tions allow users to recharge their 
cars at a cost of $3 for the first hour 
and $1 for every hour after that, ac- 
cording to a Jan. 30 K-State press 
release. The charging stations are 
run on a first-come first-serve basis. 

"The bottom line is that no one 
has used it yet," said Darwin Abbott, 
director of parking services. "It's not 
the result that any of us wanted." 

Current demand for the stations

is not high, but having such little 
use was unexpected, Abbott said. 
The stations themselves are not 
what was expected, either. 

"The original intent was to get 
ten solar-powered charging sta- 
tions built" Abbott said. "We fig- 
ured it would be a little slow." 

According to new technology 
intelligence company Pike Re- 
search, America will be the leader 
in electric car sales by 2020, with 
electric model interest going up by 
outstanding rates. The wave of sales 
and interest may not be present in 
the midwest, however. 

The reason for the change from 
solar power to indoor charging was 
not specified. Energy-efficient solar 
power is still the end goal, and the 
stations currently installed are just 
a step toward that. 

"What's in the garages now is a 
prototype," said Anil Pahwa, pro- 
fessor of electrical and computer 
engineering. "Eventually we would 
like to have solar-paneled charging 
stations outside of the parking lot."

stations in 2012. Pahwa and Larry 
Erickson, professor of chemical 
engineering, are partners in an 
effort to push K-State toward solar 
energy use. The charging stations 
in the parking garage are designed 
to work towards that goal, accord- 
ing to Pahwa. 

"We have been doing this for a 
while. We had a project five years 
ago when solar panels were put on 
top of the engineering building," 
Pahwa said. 

The amount of solar panels and 
the efficiency of the stations are 



both on the list to be improved. 

"We're in the process of finding 
a new place to install solar panels," 
Pahwa said. "In this way, we could 
become economically indepen- 
dent and energy independent." 

Pahwa said that cars weren't the 
only things he would like to help 
become energy independent. 

"We would definitely like to see 
every home owner have a solar 
panel for their house, but at that 
point it becomes hard to control," 
Pahwa said. "We're looking for 
techniques to get around issues 
like that." 

Abbott hopes that Pahwa and 
Erickson will figure out a way to 
make the charging stations' use in- 
crease, but for now they stay in the 
parking lot, empty and waiting for 
a spark. 

"They [Pahwa and Erickson] 
have a number of people with them 
to figure out why people don't buy 
these cars," Abbott said. "They're 
working on a way around these 
problems."

University geologists investigating possibility of storing C02 underground

Over 6,000 feet below 
the surface of southwestern 
Kansas lies the Arbuckle Aqui- 
fer, a thick layer of permeable 
rock saturated with saline 
water unfit for human con- 
sumption. However, according 
to Saugata Datta, associate pro- 
fessor of geology at K-State, the 
Arbuckle could prove useful for 
something other than provid- 
ing drinking water: the perma- 
nent sequestration of carbon 
dioxide emissions. 

Datta has been working in 
conjunction with researchers 
from universities and industrial 
companies around the country 
on a multiyear project investi- 
gating the feasibility of storing 
carbon dioxide, a greenhouse 




gas that occurs naturally in the 
atmosphere and as a byprod- 
uct of burning carbon-based 



fuels, in the Arbuckle. 

"Fossil fuels are almost all 
carbon-based, so when you

burn them to do anything, 
you're producing this carbon 
dioxide," said Ben Champi- 
on, director of sustainability 
at K-State. "Carbon dioxide, 
as well as methane and other 
greenhouse gasses, are absorb- 
ing heat and changing the heat 
flow in the atmosphere, and 
that's where climate change 
comes from." 

Datta said the project began 
with what he called a recon- 



naissance phase in 2011 and 
2012 in which he and other 
researchers surveyed the land, 
studied the composition of the 
rock and experimented with 
the chemical reaction between 
the gaseous carbon dioxide 
and the native rocks. 

"The majority of scientists 
believe that there is some 
human control of the amount 
of C02 being added to the at- 
mosphere," Datta said. "What 
is there, is there, so the ques- 
tion becomes, what do you 
do to mitigate this type of an 
issue? One of the ways to do it 
is through geological storage." 

Geological storage, accord- 
ing to Datta, consists of gather- 
ing carbon dioxide and inject- 
ing it deep into the subsurface, 
where it could be stored for a 
long period of time. 



"Once the C02 is piped 
down, from either the atmo- 
sphere or the industry where 
it's being produced, it can be 
sequestered by means of form- 
ing new minerals," he said. "Es- 
sentially, the C02, in that state, 
under that pressure, usually 
can be locked up and formed 
into new minerals." 

Datta added that once these 
new minerals are formed, 
they typically don't dissolve 
back into a gaseous state. This 
means that C02 can essentially 
be stored indefinitely. 

"The chemistry is very solid. 
It's very easy to prove that this 
should happen," he said. "But 
we always make sure. We have 
to be careful that no hazards or

Got stress? Get help on campus

As the semester starts, homework, 
projects, work and other duties pile 
up, and many students may find them- 
selves battling pounding hearts, sweaty 
palms and racing minds. 

While not actually fighting sickness, 
stressed students can fall victim to un- 
comfortable physical and mental con- 
sequences. When the to-do list never 
seems to end and time goes too fast, 
K-State offers a variety of assistance 
projects to help students stay calm and 
collected. 

"A lot of students try to do every- 
thing," said Julie Gibbs, director of health 
promotions and nutrition counseling at 
Lafene Health Center. "I work with a lot 
of student groups, and students in my 
groups are taking 12-15 hours, are trying 
to work part-time to full-time jobs, are 
involved in the Greek system and in- 
volved in volunteer opportunities." 

There are many stress-related stu- 
dent horror stories: architecture stu- 
dents staying up all night to finish proj- 
ects, business majors pulling together 
their proposal hours before it's due and 
many others. When responsibilities pile 
up, students turn to a variety of reme- 
dies for reducing stress. 

"I like to work out," said Cameron 
Rhodes, sophomore in athletic training. 
"Whether it is going on a nice run on a 
warm day or taking advantage of what 
the Rec has to offer, it just takes my mind 
off of what is bothering me and helps 
me stay focused. I also rely on my faith 
in stressful times." 

Being too busy can do more than 
cause stress. Skimping on sleep to 
finish homework, complete projects or 
accomplish other responsibilities can 
impact a students overall health. Gibbs 
estimated that students sometimes only 
get an average of 3-5 hours of sleep per 
night, much less than the 7-9 hours of 
quality sleep the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention suggests. 

"Less sleep leads to more stress, and 
stress leads to less sleep; it's a vicious 
cycle," Gibbs said. "Your work becomes 
less productive and you end up cram-

ming, etc. You also become less likely to 
work out when you should be trying to 
get in some physical activity each day, 
too." 

Not getting enough sleep, for any 
reason, can cause students to gain 
weight, Gibbs said. 

"A difference in hormone levels 
occurs when you do not get enough 
sleep. It messes up hormones that deal 



with your appetite and leads people to 
crave food when they may not need it. 
This means that less sleep can also lead 
to weight gain," Gibbs said. 

For students looking for a little help 
dealing with stress, K-State's Counseling 
Services has many programs. Students 
can sign up to take free online courses 
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Professor advises 
living wills to benefit 
students, parents

While most K-State stu- 
dents probably don't want 
to think about what would 
happen to them if they got 
seriously injured or sick, it is 
more important than ever to 
put legal plans in place just in 
case. 

Many students may be 
unaware that if they were 
to end up in a permanently 
unresponsive state or were 
unable to make decisions 
regarding medical treat- 
ment, their parents would 
be unable to make the call 
about treatment and contin- 
ued life support. 

Once a person is over 18, 
parents are no longer able to 
make medical decisions for 
their child. If a patient does 
not have a living will that out- 
lines the care that they want 
to receive, then the choice is 
left up to physicians or the 
court system. This can put 
loved ones through stress 
and greatly extend the pro- 
cess. 

According to the Mayo 
Clinic website, a living will is 
a document that "spells out 
the types of medical treat- 
ments and life-sustaining 
measures you want and don't 
want, such as mechanical 
breathing (respiration and 
ventilation), tube feeding or 
resuscitation. In some states, 
living wills may be called 
health care declarations or 
health care directives." 

Charles Reagan, professor 
of philosophy, recommends 
that college students make 
living wills. 



"Not having a living will is 
torment on parents," Reagan 
said. "You should be making 
the decisions about your 
health, not the courts." 

Reagan teaches moral 
philosophy, where he dis- 
cusses examples such as 
Terri Schiavo, who spent 
over a decade in the middle 
of legal battles between the 
courts, her husband and her 
parents. She had no living 
will appointing someone to 
make her medical decisions 
when she was unable to do 
so. Schiavo's feeding tubes 
were removed several times 
following various court rul- 
ings before she passed away 
in 2013 from dehydration 
and malnutrition. 

Reagan encourages stu- 
dents to take responsibility 
for their medical future and 
assures students that filling 
out a living will is "very easy 
to do." 

When a living will is com- 
pleted, it is important that 
people in your life be in- 
formed of its existence, said 
Deb Sellers, associate pro- 
fessor of family studies and 
human services. 

"Once you have complet- 
ed a living will you may want 
to talk to your family and 
friends about your wishes," 
Sellers said. "This may help 
avoid any confusion during 
what is sure to be a stressful 
time for those who love and 
care for you." 

Living wills are not the 
only option for care under 
extreme circumstances. An- 
other option is a healthcare

K-State football welcomes 2013 recruiting class

On Wednesday, K-State head 
coach Bill Snyder and his staff wel- 
comed 32 players to the program 
on National Signing Day, including 
nine who are already enrolled and 
on campus. 

The Wildcats will welcome six 
community college players as well 
as 26 from the high school ranks. 

ESPN Senior Recruiting Analyst 
Tom Luginbill says that although 
K-State's recruiting class may not 
be flashy in overall rankings, the 
lack of attention works for the Wild- 
cats' style. 

"I think it plays into their favor," 
Luginbill said. "I think they have 
some bit of a luxury because they 
can really scrutinize and see who 
fits their style of culture and play on 



the field. He (Snyder) doesn't have 
to compete with the biggest schools 
for the top prospects and knows 
the model that fits his system." 

Luginbill says that the number 
of players looking at a potential 
redshirt or grayshirt year in the pro- 
gram shouldn't strike any fear in 
Wildcat fans. 

"He's not forced to play with any 
player right away," Luginbill said. 
"He's been able to show that he 
can do that each season. He places 
guys, tracks them and continues to 
evaluate them through their col- 
lege career. There is a lot to that, 
but I think he's got that down to a 
science." 

The departures of All-Ameri- 
can quarterback Collin Klein and 
middle linebacker Arthur Brown 
have provided an added intrigue 
for K-State faithful heading into the 



2013 season. 

After the departure of a player 
of Klein's caliber, the addition of 
NJCAA Offensive Player of the Year 
lake Waters brings competition 
and much needed depth to the 
quarterback position. 

Waters is coming off of a 12-0 
National Championship run at 
Iowa Western, and threw 39 touch- 
down passes to just three intercep- 
tions in his sophomore campaign. 

Waters will be joining back-up 
quarterback, redshirt sophomore 
Daniel Sams. 

Snyder says the addition of 
Waters brings plenty of positives, 
including the added depth in the 
chart. 

"It's really significant," Snyder 
said. "You know it's important, and I 
think it'll certainly enhance Daniel's 
play and vice versa. We're hoping it 



becomes a very competitive envi- 
ronment, and I have no reason at 
this point in time to believe that 
it won't. The greater competition 
you have at any position, whether 
it's quarterback or any place else, 
probably the better opportunities 
for young people to improve their 
performance and feel compelled 
and committed to do so. I think 
both of them are. It'll hopefully be 
good competition." 

Another new player on the of- 
fensive side of the ball is lesse Ertz 
of Mediapolis High School in Burl- 
ington, Iowa. Ertz joins the quarter- 
back unit after a senior campaign 
in which he was elected Iowa Gato- 
rade Player of the Year. 

Facing a defensive overhaul with 
a number of graduating seniors, the 
Wildcats hit the defensive side of 
the ball hard, bringing in 18 players 



to build depth within the program. 

With departures all across the 
defensive line as well as the sec- 
ondary, finding replacements at 
the high school and junior college 
ranks is critical. 

K-State welcomes in Waters' 
junior college teammates, defen- 
sive end Devon Nash and defensive 
back Travis Green, and each will 
compete immediately. 

From the high school ranks, the 
Wildcats bring in two strong candi- 
dates at the defensive end in 6-foot- 

5- inch, 235-pound Tanner Wood 
out of Conway Springs, Kan. and 

6- foot-5-inch, 250-pound lordan 
Willis from Kansas City, Mo. Willis 
will very likely stick to the position, 
but Woods choice of position isn't 
certain. 

Snyder expressed similar feel- 
ings on each athlete, and says that 
each possess a great amount of 
ability and athleticism in relation to 
their overall size. 

The commitments and signings 
of Willis and Wood make up a spe- 
cial part of the recruiting class, as 
each athlete received scholarship 
offers well before their senior year, 
a rarity for the Wildcat coaching 
staff. 

"The key word is maturity," 
Snyder said. "I think they fit in well 
with all the things we address aside 
from the football field and you can 
see their talent level. And you're 
right, we don't do that frequently. 
We just felt strongly about them 
and thought it was the right things 
to do." 

Linebacker Nick Ramirez from 
West High School in Lee's Summit, 
Mo. brings in an impressive resume 
as a three-year starter. He was 
ranked as a four-star recruit by 
Rivals.com, as well as a three-star 
recruit by ESPN.com 

Snyder says Ramirez will have 
an opportunity to compete for play- 
ing time next fall. 

"I think he could," Snyder said. 
"We lose some linebackers, and I 
think anybody who comes in we'll 
certainly take a hard look at and see 
where they stand." 

lunior college transfer and line- 
backer Dakorey lohnson, a one- 
time Texas Tech commitment out 
of Trinity Valley Community Col- 
lege, will add depth to a Wildcat 
linebacker unit that'll replace two 
starters. 

Scottsdale Community College 
transfer defensive tackle Chris 
Brown, who brings in an impres- 
sive 6-foot-4-inch, 345-pound 
frame, will help ease the process of 
replacing K-State's top two defen- 
sive tackles. 

As is the case for any recruit- 
ing class, development will be key 
and Snyder says it'll take time to 
see how the new signings develop 
within the Wildcat program. 

'As we've always maintained, it 
takes several years to accurately 
assess the quality of a recruiting 
class and the young men who rep- 
resent it," Snyder said. "Hopefully 
we have assessed the skills, capa- 
bilities and intrinsic values of these 
young people accurately."

K-State comes up just short against No. 23 Sooners

For sophomore guard Haley 
Texada it was almost a perfect 
night; the only thing missing 
was a win. Texada finished with 
a career-high 25 points, adding 
six rebounds and three steals. 
K-State played a scrappy game, 
but the No. 23 Oklahoma Soon- 
ers proved to be too much and 
escaped with a 74-68 win. 

"I thought that she obvious- 
ly was a great offensive threat 
at the rim today, and was still 
aggressive on the perimeter as 
well," said K-State head coach 
Deb Patterson on Texada's per- 
formance. "[Texada was] very 
very critical in us making that 
run in the second half, extreme- 
ly competitive, did not give up 
on plays on the offensive end." 

K-State trailed by 10 going 



into halftime. Of Texada's 25 
points, 20 came in the second 
half which allowed the Wild- 
cats to make it a one possession 
game on multiple occasions. 
With 2:46 left in the game, 
K-State was able to cut the lead 
to three before letting Oklahoma 
go on a 7-3 run. 

"I'm proud of how hard we 
competed. I thought we man- 
aged the basketball game and 
kept it close and competitive," 
Patterson said. "We put our- 
selves in position to compete 
the final minutes for a win." 

The offense was there for the 
Wildcats against Oklahoma. 
K-State outscored the Sooners 
43-39 in the second half, but the 
10 point first half deficit proved 
too much to over come. 

Senior guard Brittany Cham- 
bers finished with 14 points 
and 1 1 rebounds. She was third 



on the team in points behind 
Texada and senior guard Mariah 
White who finished with 15.

to force too many shots around 
the rim when I needed to find 
my pivot and kick it out," Cham- 
bers said.

The Wildcats struggled to find 
success from behind the arc. The 
team finished with 9-32 from 
long range while the Sooners 
finished 10-20. 

"I think offensively there are 
some segments when we look 
a little disjointed.

"It's unfortunate 
because we are getting a lot of 
open threes that are not going 
down, and that it is just the re- 
ality." 

K-State has now dropped 
three games in a row since up- 
setting Oklahoma State. The 
Wildcats will be back in action 
on Saturday when they travel 
to Ames, Iowa to play the Iowa 
State Cyclones.

Lance Armstrong now being 
sued 

Cyclist Lance Armstrong, who 
was recently stripped of his Tour 
de France titles for doping, is now 
being sued by the very company 
that used to pay him. 

An attorney for SCA Promo- 
tions, Jeffrey Tillotson, told CNN on 
Wednesday that the sports insur- 
ance company that once gave Arm- 
strong $10 million in bonuses plans 
to file a lawsuit against the cyclist. 
The insurance company is filing the 
lawsuit to recover the money they 
lost. 

According to CNN.com article 
the law suit has not been filed yet, 
but the company looks to regain 
$12 million in bonuses and other 
forms of legal costs from 2002-2005, 
when Armstrong sued SCA for de- 
laying his 2005 bonuses after hear- 
ing word of Armstrongs possible 
doping charges. 

Armstrong's attorney, Mark Fa- 
biani, told CNN that the insurance 
company cannot sue his client be- 
cause of the settlement between 
the two parties in 2005. Fabiani said 
that the settlement agreement from 
the previous lawsuit states "no party 
may challenge, appeal or attempt to 
set aside the arbitration award." 

The potential lawsuit against 
Armstrong comes shortly after he 
admitted to doping for the first 
time on a television interview with 
Oprah Winfrey. 

Iranian President hit with shoes 

Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad was greeted in Egypt 
with shoes being thrown at him, 
according to CNN. A group of men 
threw their shoes at the Iranian 
President, which is a major insult in 
the Muslim world, on Tuesday. 

Four men were released on bail 
for 500 Egyptian pounds, around 
$75 in the U.S. Ahmandinejad was 
the first Iranian president to visit 
Egypt in over 30 years. 

Postal Service ending Saturday 
package delivery 

ABC news reported that the 
United States Postal Service has de- 
cided to stop delivering mail on Sat- 
urdays. The USPS did state, howev- 
er, that they will continue to deliver 
packages six days a week. 

The USPS reported a loss of $15.9 
billion in the financial year of 2012. 
The move is expected to save close 
to $2 billion annually. The postal 
service reports they need to gen- 
erate $20 billion in cuts to reduce 
their debt. 

The decision to stop delivering 
on Saturday won't take effect until 
the week of Aug. 5. Until then postal 
services that usually open on Satur- 
day will continue to do so. Delivery 
to P.O. boxes on Saturday will con- 
tinue as well. 

USPS officials told ABC news 
that this has been in the works for 
a few years. 

Package delivering has been on 
the rise, up 14 percent since 2010, 
according to data reports. 

Scouts delay vote 

The Boy Scouts of America's ex- 
ecutive board decided to postpone 
the vote to allow openly homosex- 
ual members to join its troops or 
become troop leaders, according 
to CNN. The Boy Scouts have dis- 
allowed openly homosexual mem- 
bers from participating, and the 
decision whether or not this will 
continue in the future is now being 
pushed back until May when the ex- 
ecutive board has its annual meet- 
ing. 

The board said in a statement 
that due to the complexity of the 
issue, they feel it is only fair to 
give the matter more thought and 
ensure that everyone's opinion is 
being heard. In 2000 the Supreme 
Court decided that the Boy Scouts 
had the right to ban homosexuals 
from participating. 

Supporters of open homosexu- 
ality in the Scouts are disappointed 
the decision has been put on hold, 
while those opposed hope that the 
delay will prevent the plan from 
taking action. Conservative and reli- 
gious groups have said that making 
a change will effect the Scouts' mes- 
sage of morality and could ultimate- 
ly ruin the longtime organization. 



Students to bring 'Dance Marathon' philanthropy to K-State

A yearlong dance marathon may, 
at first, sound like a daunting and 
perhaps sweaty challenge. Two stu- 
dents on campus see it instead as 
a commitment to help children in 
need. Jared Wylan, senior in commu- 
nication studies, and Tom Fredrick- 
son, senior in journalism and mass 
communications, are now urging stu- 
dents to become a part of the nation- 
wide 'Dance Marathon' philanthropy 
community. 

"We'll raise money to go to local 
places, like St. Francis Hospital in 
Topeka," Fredrickson said.

"Our events would include work- 
ing with the Union," Wylan said. 
"Off-campus would include working 
with places like Kite's, inviting partic- 
ipants from Topeka here and asking 
businesses to donate proceeds to us." 



The whole program includes over 
150 high schools and colleges. Begin- 
ning in the late 1970s, Dance Mara- 
thon rose to become one of the na- 
tion's leading philanthropic groups. 
Wylan found out about the program 
from another school.

titled 'Dancers,' are involved in quite 
a bit of activity, both dancing and oth- 
erwise. 

"We'll have two on-campus events 
and two off- campus activities per 
month," Wylan said. "It will be sim- 
ilar to what other organizations on 
campus do now, but for an entire 
year." 

One of the biggest benefits of the 
Dance Marathon is that it lasts for a 
year, according to Wylan. The vol- 
unteering involvement doesn't stop 
after a certain time committment is 
reached. 

"Probably 70-80 percent of the stu- 
dents at Iowa participate throughout 
the entire time," Wylan said. "I wanted 
to bring that to K-State because I feel 



there is nothing like that." 

After all of the volunteering 
throughout the year is done, there is 
in fact a dance. 

"We do have a big dance- off at the 
end when we're counting up the total 
number of raised funds," Fredrick- 
son said. "But the name comes from 
always being active, always being on 
your feet." 

Fredrickson also said not to be 
fooled by the title. 

"It's a common misconception 
people think when they hear about it," 
Fredrickson said. "They think, T can't 
dance so I can't participate.' Anyone 
can participate." 

Wylan and Fredrickson are look- 
ing for more students interested to 
start an executive board. After that 
core group is formed, activities will 
begin. The dancing is open to anyone. 

"Alumni can participate, and they 
can donate," Wylan said. "People 
from the community of Manhattan 
can too— you can just be a regular 
citizen."

At the end of the event, Anita East- 
erwood, BSU president and senior in 
fine arts, Mercedes Perry, BSU vice 
president and junior in management, 
and Wells presented Giovanni with 
the Stacy Hall Humanitarian Award. 
In addition, Giovanni gave away 20 
copies of a book about Toni Morri- 
son. She also posed for pictures with 
several people from the audience. 

Giovanni said she was surprised 
by the audience's diversity, but found 
it to be an excellent aspect of the 
crowd. 

"The more we know, the better for 
all of us," she said.

C02 | Storage plan innovative, but long-term solution needed

environmental issues can erupt from 
such a broad endeavor." 

Datta said that K-State's responsi- 
bility in the project is the geochemical 
research. The researchers are looking 
at the chemistry of the formation water 
and the rock surrounding it. 

"If we know what the quality of 
the water is before C02 is injected, 
then you can monitor and see how 
the water is changed after the C02 is 
injected," he explained. "Similarly, we 
look at the structure of the rock, if there 
are any fractures or discontinuities that 
could be detrimental to C02 injection, 
in case it can be released through these 
cracks back into the atmosphere." 

Brent Campbell, graduate student 
in geology, began working with Datta 
on the project this semester. 

"I'm coming in for the second half of 
the project," said Campbell, who said 
his role is to work on a model for the 
long-term storage of C02. "Increases 
in atmospheric C02 leads to global 
warming and other atmospheric 



issues. We need some place to get rid 
of the source of that, and sequestration 
has a lot of potential for that." 

Although Champion says that 
carbon capture, if it proves to be ef- 
fective and economically affordable, 
could be helpful for the atmosphere, it 
is only a temporary solution. 

"Its an attractive technology, but it's 
essentially just an add-on to our exist- 
ing, coal-based energy system," he said. 
"The more investments you make in 
that system, the more committed you 
are too it; so if, ultimately, we need to 
get away from those systems long- 
term, this is definitely something that's 
going to buttress and support that side 
of the industry." 

Champion also said that anyone 
who's serious about dealing with cli- 
mate issues will take an "all of the 
above" approach, which includes 
carbon capture as well as increased 
use of renewable energies. 

"We're going to need a lot of differ- 
ent strategies to power our society 
sustainably," he said. "I think we also 
need to be challenging our consump- 



tion habits and figuring out how much 
energy we really need to maintain a 
high quality of life." 

According to Champion, the 
bottom line is that if factors that con- 
tribute to climate change can be miti- 
gated, they should be, but that's just a 
small step. 

"If we can take the emissions that 
are currently being produced at these 
plants and eliminate them from the 
carbon cycle, then that's really an im- 
portant step that needs to happen," 
he said. "In the long term, though, I do 
think we need to question the entire 
infrastructure of our oil-based energy 
system." 

Datta said that the next step of the 
study is the injection phase, in which 
40,000 metric tons of compressed C02 
captured from the Abengoa Bioenergy 
Corp. plant near Colwich, Kan. will be 
injected into the Arbuckle aquifer. The 
researchers are working closely with 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
to ensure no damage is done to the 
geological or biological features in the 
area. 



"If this turns out to be a feasible way 
to do it, and everything works out, we 
will try to find other reservoirs for the 
C02, and it doesn't have to be just 
saline aquifers," Datta said. 

Datta also acknowledged that 
human society will continue to have to 
deal with C02 as a byproduct. 

"We are an oil-dependent society, 
and an energy-dependent society," 
he said. "For our energy to be coming 
from these natural resources, we have 
to understand that this byproduct will 
be there. You can imagine that the 
whole industry will be able to benefit 
tremendously if it works." 

The project, which is funded by 
grants from the U.S. Department of 
Energy, will have benefits even if 
carbon dioxide sequestration doesn't 
work out as expected. 

"Whether the technology works 
or not is certainly a big part, but we 
already have a big thing that we ac- 
complished," said Datta. "We know our 
subsurface. We know what's under our 
feet in Kansas much more clearly than 
we ever have."

proxy, or another person being 
legally designated to make medi- 
cal decisions if you can no longer 
make them yourself. Living wills 
and healthcare proxies will only 
go into effect after a person has 
been diagnosed with a terminal 
illness by two different physicians. 

Brandon Runyan, freshman in 
computer science, believes having 
someone legally responsible for 
your medical care if you can't be is 
an important decision. 

"I think its a good idea to 
have someone you trust making 



calls when it comes to your life," 
Runyan said. 

Between appointing a health- 
care proxy and filling out a living 
will, Reagan thinks that living wills 
are the better choice and that ev- 
eryone should have one. In addi- 
tion, Reagan believes everyone 
should have a will to help outline 
the future of possessions and 
assets. 

"If you don't have a will, the 
state will determine who gets your 
belongings after death," Reagan 
said. "They may not end up going 
to who you wanted them to in that 
case." 



Living wills are not permanent 
documents and can be changed 
or discarded at any time. They 
can also be eliminated by simply 
destroying the physical piece of 
paper. Copies of legal living wills 
should be given to family or loved 
ones, as well as a primary phy- 
sician. Taking responsibility for 
medical possibilities now can help 
save time and alleviate difficult de- 
cisions in the future.
